Reusable Bags this Holiday Season
While the new statewide plastic and paper bag ban law may not go into effect until 2022, now is a great time to get 
into the habit of taking your reusable bags with you wherever you go! We all agree that plastic bags are terrible for the 
environment as they don’t biodegrade and paper bags take a lot of trees to make. So why aren’t reusable bags used all the 
time? The answer… We Forget!!

Below are some tips to remember to make reusable bags as part of your routine:
•	 Make yourself go back for your reusable bags, rather than buying single-use bags at the store when you forget them.
•	 Once your groceries are unpacked, put your reusable bags right by the door so you see them the next time you head 

out. Or even better—make an extra trip to put them in your car.
•	 Happy Shopping!

Single-Use Plastics:
More and more studies show how single-use plastic has a big environmental impact causing harmful effects on our 
oceans, wildlife, and our health. 300 million tons of plastic is produced each year worldwide, half of which is for single-
use items. Almost all single-use plastics are not recyclable. 

Below are some tips that we can do individually that can bring about collective shifts:
•	 Use reusable water bottles instead of plastic water bottles. 
•	 Always pack a reusable bag when shopping. 
•	 Buy in bulk. Avoid individually packaged goods, like snack packs.
•	 Avoid excessive plastic wrap by storing leftovers in reusable containers. 
•	 Buy a metal or bamboo reusable straw. 

Reduce your garbage and generate usable soil by composting
Composting allows residents the opportunity to turn their yard waste and kitchen scraps into something useful - rich 
garden soil. This is a form of recycling that can be done from beginning to end in your own backyards. Backyard 
compost bins turn vegetative kitchen scraps, coffee grinds, tea bags, grass clippings, brown leaves, and dead garden plants 
into nice crumbly compost. This compost can be used in your vegetable and/or flower gardens.

Compost bins known as "Earth Machines" are available for purchase throughout the year, by appointment, at a reduced 
price of $60 at the Bergen County Utility Authority in Moonachie.
